— “ W hat is >1 Pasteur's method o f cur­ 
ing hydrop hobia?” a reader of T he T e l e­ 


graph asks. 
This interogatory can not fairly be ans 
wered In a newsp ap er p aragrap h. 
Scien­ 
tists with the aid of the microscop e have 
found that diseases ofea contageous na. 
ture are caused by bacilli, that is, a mi 
nute organism, so small indeed that they 
live in the dust of the air. 
This is known 
as the germ theory of disease. 
1 hese 
minute beings have a p eculiar character- 
istic which we may designate as a faculty 
for destroying themselves as well as the 
lives of human beings. 
M. Pasteur ob­ 
tains the virus, or microbes of which we 
sp eak,from the brain of animal which has 
died of hydrop hobia, and these germs, by 
cultivation through many generations, hy 
a modifying treatm ent until they have in 
a great degree loBt their fatal virulence, 
while at the same time they may have re 
tained a p rotective force. 
T hat is: he 
utilizes tho well know n constant warfare 
of the microbes against themselves. M ak­ 
ing allies of our greatest enemies in di­ 
sease to p romote health. T hk T kLKgBaph 
only gives its readers a faint hint of this 
wonderful discovery. 
By the same sys­ 
tem of inoculation Doctor Koch, who has 
recently created such a sensation through­ 
out the civilized world, p rop oses to cure 
consump tion; a disease which also is ac 
counted for on the germ theory. 
The 
authorities of Germany have so much con 
tldence in the doctor that it is p rop osed to 
build a hosp ital for him. 
However, it is 
well to state that the exact character of 
the lymp h used by Professor Koch is not 
known, as he has not fully develop ed his 
sup p osed theory of cure. 
Judging by the 
imp el feet hints given to the p ublic it seems 
that the Pi of essor’s method does not con­ 
temp late killing the tubercular microbe 
merely by attacking it with its own p oi­ 
sonous p roduct, but that he aims to excite 
in the lung tissues a resistance to the in­ 
vasion of the bacilli, by which they are 
gradually thrown out of the system. There 
is thus ground for the belief that his cure 
ie efficacious in consump tive cases in which 
the lungs are not too far gone to carry 
out this resistance. 
The blessings of such a discovery as 
that which the great German Doctor 
claims can only be understood by remem­ 
bering that about one-sixth of the deaths 
in the human family are caused by con 
sump tion*, two hundred thousand p eop l 
die each year in the United States alone 
hy the fell destroyer. 
Furthermore there 
has been no cure for this disease when it 
has become established.

WashiNOTON City, Dec. ft.—Justice Har- j 
lan announced the decision of the sup rem® 
court yesterday in the case of the Central 
National bunk, p laintiff in error, againat 
the United States. 
The United State® 
sued the bank to recover certain moneys, 
alleged to be due for taxes on dividends 
declared bj the bank in 1WT, 'dH, 'B9 and 
’70. 
These taxes were assessed under the 
act of lsb4 levying a tax of 5 {*er cent, on 
all dividends declared by banks and other 
incorp orated concerns. 
Princip al P. Int at I» *« e. 
The p rincip al p oint to be settled was 
whether the bank could be taxed by the 
g ivemment on 5 jier cent, of its dividends 
when a state statute p rescribed that it 
should tu Fri over to the state •*> j**r cent, of 
dividends declared. The court decides th a t 
the tax should be levied, and also that the 
b.uik is liable to tax on the full am ount 
of 
dividends declared, notwithstanding 
that a subsequently discovered defalcation 
showed the dividends not to have i*e< n 
earned.
